8 The word "At-Taghbun" literally means: mutual defrauding or slighting. And the "Resurrection Day" is referred to as 

such because the Paradise folks and the Hell folks mutually "defraud or slight" each other. As each of Paradise 
and Hell is made up to contain two places for potential occupiers, but ultimately only one would occupy both. 
And this is how and Allah knows best. Allah created for each being of the believers and the unbelievers, two 
places in Paradise and two places in Hell. So, on the Day of "At-Taghbun" the folks of Paradise exchange their 
places in Hell by giving them up in favor of the unbelievers and simultaneously taking the unbelievers' places in 
Paradise which would have been for the unbelievers had the unbelievers believed and worked accordingly. So, 
such an exchange is an exchange of "seemingly defrauding or seemingly slighting" as who would accept such an 
exchange but coercivelj. But that is the right and just recompense for both. As in this world the unbelievers had 
"sold' their Hereafter duties and neglected them. While the believers had "purchased' their Hereafter duties and worked 
righteously for them. So, there is no defrauding or slighting per se at all.
